RAISING BULBS INDOORS. I 


Should Become Thoroughly Rooted Be* 
fore Top* Are Permitted to Grow. 
Not only are tulips and other bul­ 
bous plants attractiv e around the law n 
in early spriug, bu t they are also most 
satisfactory for indoor culture during 
the winter. 
They should be used in 
separate pots rath er than in window 
boxes. Holland bulbs, such as the n a r­ 
cissus. tulip arid hyacinth, are practi­ 
cally the only plants that will flower 
satisfactorily in th e house with ordi­ 
nary care. About the only plant giving 
similar satisfaction is the begonia. 
The essentials for growing bulbs in­ 
doors are th a t they shall become thor­ 
oughly rooted ln*fore the tops are per­ 
mitted to grow’. T his is done by plant­ 
ing the btillis in soil either in pots or 
w hat florists know as •‘pans,” which 
are shallow porcelain pots, or iii box­ 
es. 
These bulbs are then put in a 
cool place in the dark for a period of 
two to six or eight weeks, or even 
longer if desired. 
They should t o 
left there until the roots are well sta rt­ 
ed. The bulbs should then be brought 
into a slightly 
w arm er place, 
with 
some light, for three or four days, aud j 
then gradually brought into greater 
w arm th and full light.
